Another mysterious murder was 
committed last night when a girl of 
18, unidentified thus far, except that 
her name was Emily, was shot and 
killed in front of Chauncey Messino’s 
grocery, 1020 West Polk street.

Two Clews to Identity.

ago.

The police refused to disclose the 
name of the people in South Chicago 
who, it is thought, are the girl’s 
parents. 


Shoots Girl Four Times. 
There was only one witness—Messino 
himself. Standing in the front of his

Messino thought it was merely a 
lovers’ quarrel until the man overtook 
her. He was seen to draw a revolver 
from his coat pocket, grasp the girl 
by the hair, and place the barrel above 
her right ear. He fired twice. Then 
he placed the gun to her neck and 
fired twice again. 

She sank to the sidewalk. The man 
ran west in Polk to Sholto street and 
disappeared. Messino, recovering from 
his fright, telephoned the police. 

They examined the girl's clothing for 
marks of identification. The name 
Emily was found on the corset and on 
a barpin. Her features are comely and 
she has brown hair. Her eyes are blue.

“There are great difficulties to be 
overcome, political difficulties, given to 
the existing situation in Russia, and 
difficulties of supply and of transport;

‘CENTER TAKES 
TO ICE CREAM 


vades Beer Makers’ 
Sanctum.

The transformation of one of the 
greatest brewing centers in the world 
to probably the greatest soft drink cen- 
ter has started. 

No longer will the smell of hops 
permeate the air in that district of Chi- 
cago adjacent to Lake Michigan from 
Twenty-fourth street south to Twenty- 
eighth street. The Hydrox company 
has purchased the southwest corner of 
Lake Park avenue and Twenty-fourth 
street from the Northern Trust com- 
pany for a reported consideration of 
The land will be improved 
with an ice cream and soft drink plant 
costing $500,000, one of the largest of 
its kind in the country. 8. W. Straus 
& Co. have underwritten a serial bond 
issue loan of $400,000 on the plant ma- 
turing in ten years at 6 per cent. 

Plenty of Ice Cream. 

Features of the equipment are to be 
a battery of forty freezers with a ca- 
pacity of 2,000,000. galions of ice cream 
a year; an ice plant with a daily capac- 
ity of 100 tons, while the building will 
have a storage capacity of 50,000 gal- 
lons of ice cream, 50,000 gallons of 
sweet cream, and 200 tons of ice. The 
products of the company conaist of ice 
cream sherbet, ginger ale, root beer, 
sarsaparilla, and hydrox water. 

“Near Beer” Also. 

The great Conrad Seipp Brewing 
company at the foot of Twenty-sev- 
enth street, barred from making the 
“brew,” has already started brewing 
near beer, according to William G. Leg. 
ner, the president. He said last night 
that if prohibition really comes, his 
plant will be used to brew near beer 
while another part will be used for cold 
storage. and he expects other brewers 
in the vicinity to do likewise. Other 
brewing plants in the neighborhood are 
the Chicago Consolidated Brewing com- 
pany, the McAvoy, and the Wacker 
& Birk Brewing company, and the 
Keeley Brewing company. 

“We are brewing near beer of 2% 
per cent, which will have to be modi- 
fied so that there is only one-half 
of 1 per cent of alcohol in it before 
it is put out,” said Mr. Legner last 
night to a TRIBUNE reporter. “ We 
can do this up to May 1, when we 
will have to change the brew so it 
will be just one-half of 1 percent. We 
are just waiting to see what is going 
to be done in the future, for we 
hardly know what to do. | 


To Keep Plant Open.

PARIS, April -17.—Ireland will re- 
celve a hearing from a peace con- 
ference or the league of nations be 
fore the celebrities gathered here split 
up to go to their various homes. Frank 
Walsh was received by President Wil- 
son for forty-five minutes this after- 
noon, and while neither Walsh nor 
former Gov. Edward Dunne, who is 
here with him, would talk about the 
meeting, it is undertsood they are en- 
tirely satisfied with the result of the 
conversation. 

Walsh, Dunne, and Michael Ryan of 
Philadeiphia are here representing the 
American commission to secure Irish 
independence, and they are striving to 


| obtain a hearing for the Irish delegates 


to the peace conference, De Valera, 
Griffiths, and Count Plunkitt. 
Hearing by Big Men.

conference, they want Mr. Wilson and 
Mr. Lioyd George and other big men 
to hear their case instead of “second 
string members,” who will be left be 
hind after the German peace treaty 
is signed and the chief actors depart. 

“We are going to stay in Paris 
awhile,” was all Mr. Walsh and Mr. 
Dunne would say regarding the presi- 
dential interview, but they intimated 
that tney were entirely satisfied with 
Mr. Walsh's conversation, but said it 
was agreed that nothing was to be 
given out concerning the subject. 
From the highest authority, how- 
éver, it can be stated that the presi- 
dent assured Mr. Walsh the Irish ques- 
tion would be brought up before he 
goes home, and that efforts will be 
made to induce Mr. Lloyd George to 
receive a delegation form the Irish con- 
gress to state their case and make their 
claims, 


Makes No Altiance. 

No alliance has been made between 
the United States and France. Pre- 
mier Clemenceau merely has been re- 
assured regarding future German ag. 
gression by President Wilsox, who told 
the premier that if the Germans were 
to invade France in future, America 
would support France militarily 
through the league of nations. 

Under the league covenant any mili- 
tary agsression against any member of 
the league is regarded as an att of war 
committed against every member of 
the league. If Germany, for example, 
landed troops on Long Island, the pres- 
ident could declare the United States 
at war immediately without calling 
congress, and obtaining its sanction, 
and could take steps to repel the inva- 


sion. 
Provides Same Thing. 

The jeague of nations provides exact- 
ly the same thing for all members. If 
Germany suddenly declared war on 
France and threw invading armies 
across the Rhine, as in 1914, the United 
States could immediately embark an 
expeditionary farce to safeguard 
France, according to the principles of 
the league covenant, exactly the same 
as if the Germans landed somewhere in 
the United States. 

Great Britain is affected precisely 
the same.. This explanation was made 
by Mr. Wilson and Premier Lloyd 
George to Premier Clemenceau, assur- 
ing him that the league protected 
France exactly like an alliance. That 
gave rise to reports that a secret agree- 
ment had been reached to satisfy 
France. 


AGREE ON PROCEDURE. 

PARIS, April 17.—[By the Agsoctiat- 
ed Preses.J]—The procedure on the ar- 
rival of the German. plenipotentiaries 
at Versailles has virtually been decided 
upon. It will be President Wilson and 
the premiers who wil! hold the first 
meeting and deliver the treaty, as it is 
not deemed feasibie to have all the 
allied powers attend this initial session. 

The actual arriva! of the Germans 
at Versailles, it i- staied, is scheduled 
for Friday night, April 25, but fhe

LLOYD GEORGE’S ADDRESS. 

The American public will read the British prime 
minister’s eloquent and significant address in the 
house of commens with mixed emotions. So far 
as Mr. George found it expedient to be explicit, 
notably, for example, as to Russia, his statements 
of conference intentions were reassuring. Ameri- 
cans will approve the general spirit and purport 
of the address as indicating a reasonable disposi- 
tion to deal with the critica] conditions in central 
Europe in a practical rather than a sentimental or 
vengeful way. 

But Americans also will wish that we might be. 
treated to at least as frank a statement from Mr. 
Wilson as the house of commons and the British 
people have been favored with by Mr. George.

upon them and Mr. Wilson even went so far as to 
declare in regard to the draft of the league cove- 
nant which he brought back that it was not to be 
amended. In fact, throughout the conduct of our 
foreign relations our executive has virtually ig- 
nored the coérdinate branch of the government, and 
this in spite of the fact that our constitution pro- 
vides for its check upon his treaty making powers, 
which by necessary inference would point the ex- 
pediency if not the necessity of conference and co- 
operation between the executive and the senate. 
Contrasting the directness of contro] provided by 
the. British system with the rigidity and indirect- 
ness of our own, it is well to note Mr. George's re- 
marks upon support for his course. The prime 
minister returned to make a statement of his 
stewardship. He said he was going back “if the 
house wants me to go back.” He reminded it that 
there were others who could be sent in his place, . 
but whoever was sent must have the fullest con- 
fidence of parliament behind him. “I know that 
parliament can repudiate the treaty, when it is 
signed, but it will be difficult to do it once the 
signatures are attached, and so before any one goes 


whoever is there will carry out his pledges 
uttermost of his powers.” 

Compared to this our own situation must seem 
complicatéd and illogical. Our system requires that 
the senate shall advisé and consent to treaties and 
there can be no responsible advice or consent with- 
out consultation between the executive and the 
advising and consenting body. Yet our representa. 
tives. at the conference, working behind closed 
doors, in an airtight compartment, are trying to 
produce an accomplished fact. Confronting this 
the senate, though solemnly bound to judge, is 
confined to the decision only of extremes. It must 
decide whether the total consequences of rejection 
are to be preferred to the total consequences of ac- 
ceptance. If, indeed, it accept the treaty’ with 
amendments, the amended treaty will have to go to 
the other powers signatory for confirmation. 

This being our system, it would seem that con- 
sultation and report prior to final consideration 
are imperative unless our system is to defeat itself. 
The action of the Republican senators and the de- 
bate thereby precipitated were, in fact, an attempt 
to obtain the full benefit of our constitutional 
method, and we trust will serve to set a precedent 
for future conduct. Mr. Wilson has followed a 
course inconsistent with the real intent of the 
constitution and it Is to be hoped it is the last 
time such a course will be followed.

THE MONROE DOCTRINE. 
The league of nations covenant, as outlined in 
the summary, stipulates that a nation, having re- 
duced its armaments, may not increase them ex- 
cept with the consent of the league council. 
If the United States accepts this provision and 
is not wise enough to lay down the foundations— 


fore it accepts—it may find itself in the position 
of being unable to assert effectively what it asserts 
rhetorically. . 

It reserves the right, in the covenant, to assert 
rhetorically the Monroe doctrine. That doctrine 
will depend upon the strength which the United 
States can give it. The strength will depend upon 
the ability of the United States to meet the need 
for force with adequate force.

It did prevail. Germany waits to learn what the 
consequences will be. Nations reserve the right 
to make war when they see fit.

nized prerogative of the German empire to make 
war if it wanted to make war. It did, and was 
destroyed.

Three cents will buy as much food 
as an ordinary child needs for the noon 
meal and will go a good way toward 
supplying the deficiency in the nour- 
ishment obtained at night and in the 
morning at home.

It exercises harder, and, in addi- 
tion, growing requires food. Parents 
do not appreciate the truth of these 
statements, and the consequence Is un- 
dernourished school children.

N last Monday THs TRIBUN®D 
made the query: “ Who was Da- 
vid Kennison?” In restating 
and answering it the discovery 
is made that the name is Kinnison and 
not Kennison. The reason for the error 
is apparent. 
query was aroused by 
the conjecture that of the thousands of 
persons who daily pass within speaking 
distance of Kinnison’s grave in Lincoln 
park few were aware of his unique 
place in local history. The grave is 


Lincoln park at the foot of Wisconsin 
street and just across a gravel walk 
from the statue,;of Garibaldi. It is 
marked by a large bowlder which bears 
a bronze tablet... The spelling on the 
tablet is “‘ Kennison,” hence the error. 


In response to TRIBUNE'S inquiry, 
letters have been numerous and filled 
with inTeresting information; such a 
wealth of it, in fact, that it now be- 
comes impossible to follow the proposal 
to publish the “ best letter,” but instead 
it seems most expedient to select from 
the various authoritative accounts of 
Kinnison’s life the portions that appear 
important in consideration of the space 
permitted. 

Theodore J. Venn of 2034 Lane court, 
in his account, presents this sketch: 
“David Kinnison, patriot and centena- 
rian, the last surviving member of the 
Boston Tea Party, was born in Old 
Kingston, Me., Nov. 17, 1736, and dur- 
ing his earlier years was engaged in 
agricultural labor. At the outbreak of 
the revolutionary war he was among 
the first to enlist and was one of the 
Minute Men at the battles of Lexington 
and Concord. With his father and two 


| brothers he fought in the battle of 


Bunker Hill. He was a continental 
soldier until the fall of 1781, most of 
the time under the tmmediate command 
Gen. Washington. 
“While engaged as a scout at Sara- 
toga he was captured by the Mohawk In- 
dians and did not regain his liberty until 
peace was declared. After the revolution- 
ary war he restfmed his occupation as a 
farm laborer, remaining eight years at 
Danvifle, Vt., thence going to Wells, 
Me., where he resided at the outbreak 
of the war of 1812. He again enlisted 
as a private soldier, although over 75 
years old, and was engaged under the 
command of Gen. Brown at the battles 
of Sackett’s Harbor and Williamsburg, 
being badly wounded in the arm by a 
grape shot during the latter action. 
. Kinnison attained distinction 
mainly on account of his patriotic as- 
sociations gnd his remarkable longevity. 
He was an illiterate man and possessed 
none of the elements which are connected 
with greatness.”

these Pops, which have been part of 
the Orchestra’s schedule for little more 
than five years.. Dvorak’s fifth sym- 
phony was the big item of last night 
and was accepted with joy, although 
Mr. Stock has béen warned repeatedly 
by some of the musical roundsmen that 


the Pop clientéle for years and years

one-quarter to one-half:inch deep, three 
to four seeds to the inch, and at least 
ten inches between rows, to admit of 
proper cultivation, thinning out for use 
as wanted.
